God Himself has told us that the soul is immortal. In the 
Book of Wisdom we read: “God created man incorruptible.” 
“The souls of the just are in the hand of God, and the torment 
of death shall not touch them. In the sight of the unwise 
they seemed to die; and their going away from us was taken 
for utter destruction: but they are in peace; . . .their hope is 
full of immortality.” 

Thus we see that every man has an immortal soul. Would 
that all men realized this truth. Then there would be no 
racial intolerance in this world. It is .evident from the situation 
in the world today that men do not see the terrifying import- 
ance of the fact that God has made all of us in His own image 
and likeness. They seem to think that color of skin makes a dif- 
ference. A man with white 'pigment in his epidermis, no matter 
how low and vile a person he may be, still seems to think that 
he is better than the best among those having a (Jarker shade 
of skin. 

This attitude may come from the philosophy of the present 
day : If everyone does it, it must be right. Or perhaps it comes 
from the Golden Rule as newly revised by men. It now reads :

God will reward or punish man according to his 
works. And He has commanded us to love Him for His sake, 
and our neighbor for His sake. And who is our neighbor? He 
is every man — regardless of race, color, or creed. 

There are thousands of white men and women who act as

Q— Can my National Service Life 
Insurance include coverage for | 
total disability? 

A— Yes. For a small additional 
premium, there may be added 
to any NSLI policy a total dis- 
ability rider which provides 
monthly payments to the in- 
sured while he is totally dis- 
abled longer than six consecu- 
tive months. Such payments 
begin with the seventh month 
of such total disability. 

Q — May I assign my National 
Service Life Insurance to a 
le nder who will lend me money 
to go into business? 

A— No. National Service Life In- 
surance may not be assigned 
as payment of an- obligation. 

Q— — I converted my NSLI about a 
. year ago but have since let it 
lapse. Can my permanent plan 
insurance be reinstated by the 
payments of two monthly pre- 
miums ? 

A— No. Only term insurance may 
be reinstated by the payment 
of two. monthly premiums. In 
reinstating converted insurance 
on a payment plan, all pre- 
miums in arrears must be paid 
with interest.

Veterans studying in colleges 

under the G-I Bill are reminded by 


Veterans Administration that they-" 1 - 
must inform VA at least 30 days 
ahead of time if they do not wish 
to draw subsistence allowances 
during the winter vacation period. 

Unless they notify VA at least 
30 days before the end of the fall 
semester, veterans will be granted 
up to 15 days leave automatically 
and paid full subsistence during 
that period between the fall and 

winter terms. ^ 

The leave policy allows unbroken 
subsistence payments to all stu- 
dent-veterans. Under the plan, a 
veteran receives payment for the 
full enrollment period certified to 
VA by the college he attends, pro- 
viding there are no more than 15 
days between terms. 

Time spent on leave— between 
terms and at the end of the school 
year — is charged against the vet- 
eran’s educational entitlement.
